DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

An  extension  of  some  400  yards  to  the  sewer  at  Wilfield 
Lane,  Brown  Edge  was  carried  out  early  in  the  year  to  serve  twelve 
existing  properties. 

The  load  on  the  already  overloaded  Endon  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  continues  to  increase  with  the  resultant  deterioration  of 
the  quality  of  the  effluent. 

Work  proceeded  satisfactorily  on  the  extensions  and 
improvements  to  the  Baddeley  Green  and  Norton  Green  works  and 
completion  is  anticipated  during  next  year. 

CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIFS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  property  owners  desirous 
of  converting  their  toilets  into  water  closets,  the  contribution 
being  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  with  a  maximum  of  £20. 
During  the  year  15  Applications  were  approved,  the  Council's 
total  contribution  for  these  being  £297  10s. 

As  a  result  of  a  drive  towards  further  conversions  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  it  is  envisaged  that  a  substantial  number  of 
applications  will  be  forthcoming. 

In  December  the  redraining  of  nine  properties  forming  Trent 
Terrace,  Norton  Green  was  commenced  and  the  conversions  will 
follow  early  in  1959. 

Further  to  the  above  under  the  Improvement  Grant  conditions, 
16  conversions  were  carried  out  as  part  of  the  improvements. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  from  dwellings  in  every 
parish  of  the  district  by  direct  labour  and  tipping  is  carried  out 
at  the  various  village  tips  which  a-e  levelled  and  tidied  from  time 
to  time. 

Tipping  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  privately-owned 
land  at  Stockton  Brook,  the  siting  of  which  is  such  that  much 
travelling  time  is  now  saved  in  this  populated  part  of  the  district. 
Tipping  here  is  carried  out  in  a  controlled  manner,  a  whole-time 
attendant  having  been  appointed  for  this  purpose.

The  Public  Sewers  and  Refuse  Tips  were  treated  as  necessary 
and  the  rat  population  was  kept  to  a  minimum.  Weather  conditions 
hindered  operations  in  so  much  as  the  sewers  were  frequently  sur¬ 
charged  and  baits  placed  outside  quickly  deteriorated. 

The  Council's  Sewage  Works  were  successfully  treated  on 
occasions  throughout  the  year  and  the  infestations  kept  under  con¬ 
trol. 


The  Council's  free  service  for  domestic  premises  was  increasingly 
made  us  of  and  in  appropriate  cases  as  an  economy  measure,  bait 
suitable  for  mice  clearance  was  issued  to  householders.
